13. Other condlttona of Service. • 

The other conditions of service of members of the Sen/Ice In respect of 
matters for which no specific provision has been made In these rules shall 
be the same as are applicable, from time to time, to officers of equivalent 
rank In the Central Government. 

14. Power to relax. - 

Where the Lt. Governor Is of the opinion that It Is necessary or expedient 
so to do, he may, by order and for reasons to be recorded In writing and 
In consultation with tne Union Public Service Commission, relax any of th» 
provisions of these rules with respect to eny dass or category of persons.
